Indian Ridge Rebekah lodge the first 
woman's fraternal organization in Andover 
started in 1902. 

The originators were George D. Millett, 
Frank M. Smith and Frank L. Holt all 
P.G.’s of Andover lodge 1.0.0.F. They were 
members of Crystal Rebekah lodge of 
Lawrence and in the latter part of 1902 
started the work of canvassing for members 
and the other things necessary for the institu- 
tion of the lodge. 

The work grogressed slowly at first. 
At about the same time work for a Rebekah 
lodge was started in North Andover where 
where progress was faster and Penelope Re- 
bekah lodge was instituted first although 
they were not so fortunate later on and after 
several years effort to keep up the lodge 
they surrendered their charter. 

After more than a year of work on the part 
of the originators the last plans were com- 
pleted and on the afternoon of Friday, May 
13, 1904, Indian Ridge Rebekah lodge, No. 
136 1.0.0.F., wasinstituted in Odd Fellows 
hall. 

The ceremony of institution was per- 
formed by the grand master Sumner P. 
Lawrence (now deceased) assisted by the 
Deputy Grand Master George H. Fuller 
and the other officers of the Grand lodge of 
Massachusetts. 

There were twenty-six charter members, 
sixteen Sisters and ten Brothers who were 
formerly members of Ruth and Crystal 
lodges of Lawrence, Marion lodge of Roxbury 
and Oasis of Ware. 

After the lodge was formally declared 
instituted the newly elected and appointed 
officers were installed by Mary A. Stebbins, 
president of the Rebekah Assembly and her 
suite. 

Ada F. Snell, P.N.G., of Crystal Rebekah 
lodge, No. 85 of Lawrence was appointed the 
first Deputy Grand Master. Eliza Somer- 
ville of Ruth No. 2 was her marshal. Sister 
Snell and her suite paid the lodge many 
visits during her term as deputy. 

Since then the lodge has had deputies 
from Lowell, Lawrence, Haverhill and 
Wakefield lodges. 

The Grand Officers were entertained at 
supper at Phillips Inn. 

At 8 o'clock the officers proceeded to the 
town hall where it was necessary to have the 
evening meeting on account of the number 
of visitors, and the number of candidates to 
be initiated. 

The work of the degree was perfxrmed by 
the officers and degree staff of Crystal lodge. 
Ada Spotford was the Noble grand. 

One hundred and seventy-eight candidates 
were initiated, 178 Sisters and 42 Brothers 
making the total membership of the lodge 
220. After the initiation the four new banners 
used in the work were presented to the lodge, 
a very pleasant greeting to the new lodge on 
its entrance to the Rebekah Sisterhood.

Recitations were given by Donald 
Dumont and Barbara Hickok, high school 
students and the benediction was pronounced 
by Rey.

After paying tribute to the twosurvivors 
of the Grand Army, who were on the platform 
with him, Mr. Bennett took the history of the 
Grand Army as a text for his address. He 
spoke in part as follows: 

Men who have been at war together ac- 
quire unusually strong bonds of friendship 
for their comrades. The ties that bind them 
have been welded in a time of common anxi- 
ety. That is the type of friendship which is 
most abiding. The friendship created in 
ordinary times, among people who have 
known nothing but common pleasures is not 
the deep friendship. But when men have lived 
for years together, in constant anxiety over 
the fortunes of war, have known what it is to 
have friends cut off right by their side, they 
develop an attachment to each other which 
even time cannot destroy. So, the men who 
had responded to the challenge of the Civil 
War simply had to organize the Grand Army 
because common friendship insisted that 
they do so. 

But after a time, they found that a great 
order cannot exist on memories. When 
each veteran had told his stories of the war 
over and over again, then the appeal of the 
Post became much less strong. Other at- 
tractions drew the members away. Not until 
they made a great discovery did the members 
of the Grand Army build their order on such a 
firm foundation that it will never cease to be 
until the last of all members has answered 
the great call roll on the other side. The dis- 
covery they made is the same which Adam 
learned back in the Garden of Eden and that 
every fraternal order and every individual 
has learned in the centuries since. It is that 
to survive and have a virile existence, a 
man or an organization must have a job. 
Without work to do, men and organizations 
pass quickly out of existence. 

Here is a man who has worked hard and is 
prosperous. He paints for himself a brilliant 

icture of the time when he shall retire from 
Toone with a pocket full of money or at 
least with enough to keep him for the rest of 
his days. He even plans to remove from the 
tiny town or unpleasant city where has been 
accumulating his means to take up his home 
among others who have prospered and have 
abundant leisure. After his dream has become 
a reality, he presently finds that idleness is 
the most unpleasant thing he ever knew, and 
that the chase of a golf ball day after day over 
18 holes soon loses its appeal. And he turns 
back to work of some sort with an enthusiasm 
that surprises even the man himself. The case 
is the same with organizations. Your friend 
who joins the Masons or the Odd Fellows or 
the Knights of Columbus soon loses interest 
unless the order gives him work to do. Even 
Adam, in my honest opinion, which I think 
is not irreverent, did not leave Eden because 
of too much eating of forbidden fruit, but 
because he had himselfdiscovered that through 
the sweat of his brow, as the quaint story 
teller relates it, he obtained the real measure 
of happiness. The Grand Army found that it 
must have a job and it discovered that job 
in the work of teaching patriotism and of 
fighting treason wherever treason lifted its 
ugly head. . 

They had work enough to do. At the begin- 
ning of the Civil War the population of this 
country was 32,000,000. Today it is 110,000, 
000 or more. That is a mammoth increase. 
It sets a world record among countries for 
increase of population. It resulted in large 
measure from immigration. The peasant in 
the bogs of Ireland, the Scandinavian who 
found it hard to drag more than‘a bare living 
out of the refractory soil of Norway and 
Sweden, or the Italian living in the hovel on 
the sides of the Apennines, lifted up his eyes 
and saw across the seaa country which offered 
a farlarger share of the good things of life. He 
was venturesome like the men of these same 
countries who had helped to give America 
in the first place to the world. He was usually 
a very desirable addition to our people. But 
in this grea® tide of immigration there was 
sure to be some black sheep, just as there are 
in the best of families, to give a bad record 
to the whole group. These black sheep from 
time to time started those dangerous move- 
ments, that we group together, often incor- 
rectly, under the name of Socialism and 
Communism, Against such forces the Grand 
Army found ample opportunity for useful- 
ness. Thanks to its existence, to its persistent 
teaching of correct ideas about America, to 
its public opposition to all that is bad, Amer- 
ica has been kept safe through the years. 

We used to have apprehension as to who 
would take the place of the Grand Army now 
that its ranks have dwindled and the last 
roll call for the last member draws steadily 
nearer. We are no longer under that fear, 
We have found that the modest ranks of the 
Spanish War veterans and the great army 
which comprises the membership of the 
American Legion will take up the burden 
which is slipping off the shoulders of the 
Grand Army. (At this point Mr. Bennett 
expressed the belief to the members of the 
American Legion present that they must pass 
through the same difficulties of uninterested 
membership in the early years that the 
Grand Army experienced and that later on, 
as this task of protecting their country from 
dangerous movements becomes more distinct 
in their minds, they will become the large 
organizations with enthusiastic membership 
that the Grand Army has had.) 

The work which the American Legion and 
Spanish War veterans must do is limitless, 
‘Two movements are distinctly threatening 
at the present moment, Bolshevism and 
Fascism. Senator Borah may condone Bol- 
shevism at the safe distance of 5,000 miles or 
more from Moscow. He may declare his 
belief that Bolshevism is nothing more than

BABSON SAYS BUILDING RECOVERS 
IN FACE OF HIGH MONEY RATES 


Decline in Residential Building Offset by Gain in Other Types—lIndustrial Building Is 
Holding Up Well and Public Works and Utilities Are Forging 
Ahead—Building for Speculation Falls Off 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, May 31, 
1929, Statistics clearly indicate that high 
money rates have adversely affected certain 
kinds of building and will continue to do so 
until rates are lower. On the other hand, the 
construction industry as a whole has made 
a surprisingly good record considering this 
adverse factor. The type that has been 
hardest hit has been speculative building, 
particularly of large apartment houses and 
small home subdivisions. Industrial building 
on the other hand is holding up well, and 
public works and utilities are forging ahead. 
The result is a balancing of total construction 
so that current activity is only about one 
per cent below last year. 


Contracts awarded in the first three months 
of 1929 were disappointing. Cold and wet 
weather over most of the country were un- 
doubtedly a contributing factor to the delay 
in starting new projects. High money rates 
were a vital factor, but probably less in- 
fluential than has been commonly asserted. 
Money rates alone have not controlled 
building. Otherwise there would not have 
been the sharp recovery in April when 
money rates were even higher than in the 
earlier months of the year. As a matter of 
fact, numerous industrial concerns have been 
able to finance new plants without resorting 
either to bond issues or mortgage loans. 
Some of this has been done by issuance of 
stock and some out of surplus earnings. In 
New York the financing of hotels and other 
large projects by a new stock financing plan 
is proving very successful. Moreover, the 
ability of the building industry to maintain 
so great activity as it has under extreme 
money conditions undoubtedly testifies to 
the great latent demand for new construc- 
tion. As soon as interest rates return to a 
more normal level this piled-up demand 
should cause another spurt in building opera- 
tions, 


Building for Speculation Falls Off 


It seems that speculation in the building 
business has suffered more from high money 
than speculation in the stock market. 
The real estate men tell me that the slack- 
ness in residential is primarily due to the 
public placing its fund in the stock market. 
At any rate, residential building over the 
first three months of 1929 was 34 per cent 
below the same period in 1928. April showed 
a recovery. In that month residential work 
was only seven per cent below the same month 
last year. Nevertheless, the pressure con-

tinues against large apartment house enter- 
prises, and cannot be expected to lift until 
money rates fall. 

In sharp contrast, public works and utili- 
ties in April were 30 per cent ahead of April 
a year ago. Industrial buidling including 
factories, warehouses, etc., also gained 
sharply in response to demand for increased 
production facilities. 


Where Building Is Best 


Counting all types of construction, figures 
compiled by F lodge Company for 
April showed greatest activity in the Middle 
Atlantic states. In the states of Pennsylvania, 
Southern New Jersey, Maryland, Delaware, 
District of Columbia and Virginia there was 
the largest monthly total ever recorded for 
that section. To be sure, several exceptionally 
large contracts of a commercial and public 
utility type helped to swell the total; but 
general building activity was also well sus- 
tained. New York State and Northern New 
Jersey showed sharp recoveries from the poor 
months earlier in the year. April contracts in 
that section were 12 per cent larger than 
April, 1928. A few big contracts for highway 
construction and one huge hotel contributed 
to this gain, but activity was general through- 
out the district. 

New England building showed a 29 per 
cent gain in April over March, but was still 
ten per cent under April last year. In the 
North Western States of Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota and Michigan, building 
has recently been one of the bright spots on 
the business map. Contracts awarded in April 
this year were 54 per cent ahead of last year. 
It is noteworthy that 30 per cent of this total 
was for public works and utilities and 23 per 
cent for industrial projects, indicating the 
greatactivity for engineering projects through- 
out the Northwest. Residential building was 
only 19 per cent of the total in that district. 


Heavy Building in the South East 


Another prosperous building area is the 
South Eastern States, including Georgia, 
Florida, Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, North and South Caro- 
lina. This territory reports the second highest 
April volume of building on record. It was 
52 per cent ahead of March and 19 per cent 
ahead of April last year. Here again indus- 
trial projects, public works and utilities ac- 
counted for the sharp gain. These two classes 
alone constituted 60 per cent of all construc- 
tion work.

Texas Continues Active 


For the first four months of this year 
Texas has consistently shown a high volume 
of construction comparing favorably with 
the record figures of a year ago. In this state 
36 per cent of the work was residential, 24 per 
cent for commercial building, 19 per cent 
for public works and utilities and six per cent 
for schools. A large amount of new building 
is planned for this district during the next 
few months, the contemplated projects run- 
ning in value 46 per cent ahead of last year. 


Cold Weather Retards Operations in 
Central West 


Weather conditions have doubtless had 
much to do with the delay in building opera- 
tions in the Central West. The Spring has 
been unusually cold throughout this area 
and the Winter was severe. For the first 
four months of the year new construction 
contracts were 14 per cent less than in the 
same period of 1928. Residential work is 
nearly half of all building in this area and 
since residential building has been the most 
adversely affected by the money situation it 
has reduced the total volume of construction 
considerably. There are a number of large 
utility and industrial projects planned for 
this area including the States of Indiana, 
Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Nebraska, 


Good Time to Build For a Home 


While money is high and hard to obtain 
for speculative building purposes, this does 
not apply to the man who wants to build his 
own home. There is plenty of money to be 
had for this purpose, and rates are just 
about the same as they have always been. 
The average man will be far better off to 
forget the stock market and put his money 
into a home. He can do this through the 
savings banks, the co-operative banks, or 
building and loan associations. Instead of 
paying 8 to 10 percent interest to brokers on 
margin accounts in stocks and possibly 
losing half of your principal is it not wiser 
to employ your money in the construction of 
a home—a thing of permanent value and 
satisfaction? Moreover, with prospects for a 
higher tariff on lumber, cement and other 
building materials building costs may ad- 
vance later on. The present looks like as good 
a time as any to build your own home. 
Business by the Babsonchart is now 7 per 
cent above normal compared with 5 per 
cent above a year ago.

MemoriAt Day 

Three of the surviving members of General 
William F. Bartlett Post 99, G. A. R., 
Commander Henry P. Clukey and Comrades 
John B. A. Russell of Ballardvale and James 
Saunders rode in the porcession on Thursday 
morning. Comrade James Doyle is not now a 
resident of Andover and was unable to be 
present. 

Brilliant sunshine and heat such as seldom 
experienced at this season ushered in Mem- 
orial day. 

Observances commenced at Memorial hall 
at half past eight when a line was formed, led 
by a platoon of police, Frank M. Smith, 
chief and McDonnell’s Military Band, and 
including Andover Post 8, American Legion, 
Camp 111, Relief Corps, S. of U. V. and its 
auxiliary and the Andover Boy and Girl 
Scouts marched to Memorial Hall to decorate 
the tablets and shield of the Civil War and 
World war veterans. At these exercises 
Commander Clukey was the sole representa- 
tive of General William F. Bartlett Post. 

Prayer was offered in the hall by Rev. F. A. 
Wilson and under the portico by Rev. Charles 
W. Henry. The roll of the dead was read by 
Chaplain Cheever after which a talk on the 
significance of the day addressed especially 
to the young people was made by Allan V. 
Healey, instructor in English at Phillips 
academy. 

Mr. Heely spoke as follows: 

In a few moments men and women of all 
ages and in various uniforms will assemble 
in parade and march about the town. The 
stirring music of brass bands will fill our ears. 
Men will lay wreaths and flowers on soldiers’ 
graves, and rifles will bark a sharp salute. Do 
you ever wonder why? Of course, we are used 
to the parades and the bands; and the mar- 
chers, we know, are honoring the memory 
of fallen comrades—friends, relatives, 
strangers. It seems to us natural and right 
that they should do this. But the fields on 


us, and the battles strange and far-off, 
finished long before some of us were even 
born. And so, without realizing what it is 
about, we enjoy the glitter and the show. We 
line the streets to cheer the veterans as they 
pass, and we join in the holiday air of things. 
The idea that it may mean something real to 
us probably never enters our heads. We take 
Memorial Day very much for granted. 

And yet, with a little thought, the youngest 
of us finds that Memorial Day really touches 
all our lives. “But*how can we possibly 
realize what it means?” some will ask. “We 
have neither fought nor died.”’ True. But 
the point about the men we honor today that 
brings them close to us is not their fighting 
or their death, but their sacrifice. And all of 
us have sacrificed. All of us know what it is to 
give up something in order to gain a greater 
end. We know what you cannot excel at any- 
thing in this world except by sacrificing skill 
at something else; that the strongest are the 
ones who can give up the most, for they are 
the ones that gain the most. Isn’t that so? 
Our lives are made up of work and play and 
family and friends; and as often as we turn 
from the pleasures and rewards of one to 
meet the demands of another, we know the 
sting and the bracing power of sacrifice. 
Imagine, then, that something came along so 
big that you felt called upon to give up not 
simply one, but all, and perhaps forever. 
Suppose that everything that made life 
exciting and adventurous and dear had to be 
laid away, while you went off in a cause which 
you felt was greater than everything else. 
Suppose, finally, that you gave your life for 
that cause. That, you say, would be sacrifice 
up to the hilt, sacrifice in full measure and 
running over. 

Well, that is what these honored dead have 
done. 

** These laid the world away; poured out the red 

Sweet wine of youth; gave up the years to be 

Of work and joy, and that unhoped serene 

That men call age; and those who would have been, 

Their sons, they gave, theirimmortality.” 
They have shown us that men can still forget 
themselves unto death for a cause which 
seems to them greater than life. And in so 
doing they have made life greater and nobler 
and more hopeful, because they have shown 
us how fine a thing is sacrifice, and because 
they have reminded us that mere selfishness 
can neyer carry a man to his highest reach. 
We can underrstand that, and thank them 
for it, if we are wise. 

The danger is, of course, that we shall not 
believe them, The danger is that we shall 
again grow so wrapped up in our little selfish 
interests that we shall forget the bloody 
lesson they have taught. And then more 
millions of brave men and women must once 
more sacrifice their lives to bring us to our 
senses. The heroes of Memorial Day are 
sacred. The best that we can do for them is 
not good enough. The only question is 
whether we are good enough to do it. And the 
test of our worthiness seems to me to be this: 
As they died self-sacrificing deaths, can we 
live self-sacrificing lives? As they died for 
their country, can we live for her? I think it 
ought to trouble us unless we can answer Yes 
to both those questions, It seems to me that 
the dead would want us to be able. To believe 
with them in the nobility of sacrifice, and to 
keep in our hearts, not once a year, but every 
day, the task which they have handed on to 
us—that seems to me to be the spirit of a true 
Memorial Day. 

The parade then formed and marched up 
Main street to the Memorial tower where its 
approach was heralded by the playing of the 
carillon. 

Remarks were made by Commander Dole 
and Headmaster Alfred E. Stearns after 
which a wreath was laid on the pedestal at the 
base of the tower of Chaplain Cheever, a 
salute was fired and taps were sounded. 

The procession then marched down School 
street where the students of Abbot academy 
were drawn up to pay honor to the veterans 
of three wars and proceeded to the South 
church. The usual salute was fired and taps 
were sounded,

and West Parish cemeteries.

THE WEATHER AND INVESTMENTS 


Babson Shows the Importance 
Weather Changes to Corporation 
Earnings and Securities 


of 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, May 20, 
1929, “Statistics clearly show that favor- 
able or unfavorable weather conditions have 
an. important influence on corporation 
earnings and securities. Hence, long range 
weather forecasting, when it is further de- 
veloped in accuracy, may some day be an 
important help in judging earnings’ possi- 
bilities and security trends. At first thought 
it might appear that there is little connection 
between weather and investments, but deeper 
study proves just the contrary. The most 
important factors in the trend of security 
prices are the present and future earnings of 
the companies. One of the most important 
factors in the earnings of large groups of 
corporations is the weather. 


Railroads Vitally Affected 

“Practically all of our great Western and 
Southwestern railroads depend for a large 
part of their earnings on crops. If there is a 
crop failure owing to drought, early frosts or 
other abnormal weather conditions, the rail- 
roads suffer accordingly. To the extent that 
the meteorologists are able to predict with 
reasonable accuracy the general trend of 
weather for three to nine months ahead, we 
should be able to tell pretty nearly what 
these railroads will earn. Knowing the prob- 
able earnings, investors will have a valuable 
guide to the purchase or sale of railroad 
securities. 

“There are other ways in which weather 
affects railroads’ profits. Snow removal is a 
tremendous expense item; and extreme cold 
requires greater fuel consumption, tends to 
retard freight movement, and_ increases 
expenses. In the past Winter we have had a 
clear illustration of how abnormal weather 
increases expenses and cuts down profits. 
During January and February the Middle- 
western and North-western sections of the 
country had extremely cold and stormy 
weather; whereas along the Atlantic Sea- 
board the Winter was warmer than normal 
and with less snowfall. In the two months of 
January and February net profits of the 
North-western carriers were cut down 
severely. For example, although the gross 
business of the Great Northern Railroad was 
some $432,000 greater in these two months 
than in the same months of 1928, the oper- 
ating expenses were $1,000,000 larger than 
last year, due principally to heavy snowfall 
and extreme cold. Maintenance of way alone 
cost $500,000 more than it did in the same 
period in the year previous. Thus, in spite of 
generally active business and heavy freight 
traffic, net earnings were 51 per cent lower. 

“Tn sharp contrast to this situation we find 
the New Haven road on the Eastern Sea- 
board, experiencing a comparatively mild 
Winter and low operating costs. While the 
New Haven’s gross business in the two 
months of January and February was 
$364,000 larger than in 1928, the net operat- 
ing income was $1,178,000 larger. This was 
because favorable weather conditions made 
possible a 7 per cent reduction in operating 
expenses. Maintenance of way alone was 
$400,000 less in 1929 than in 1928, and other 
operating expenses were correspondingly 
reduced. The strong position of the New 
Haven’s securities during the past few 
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months has in no small measure been made 
possible by favorable weather conditions, 


Hot Weather Affects Restaurant Profits 


“The president of one of the largest chain 
restaurants in New England attributed the 
poor earnings of that company last year to 
the abnormally hot season in the third 
quarter of the year. In a section which is 
normally cool, the temperature in July and 
August last year ranged from 2 to 4 per cent 
above normal. Net profits of this great chain 
restaurant system in this period fell off 
30 per cent compared with the same period 
in the preceding year. Thus, in spite of a 
9 per cent gain in earnings in the first six 
months of 1928, which were abnormally cool 
and favorable to restaurant sales, the spell of 
torrid weather in the third quarter offset the 
previous gains and caused the company to 
end the year with a detline in net income of 
about $100,000 compared with the preceding 
year. Naturally such an adverse influence 
prevented the company’s stock from par- 
ticipating in a general upward movement 
which was characterizing the general market 
at the time. Hence, it is very clear that 
weather is highly important to investors in 
restaurant securities. 


“Tllustrating how the same type of weather 
affects different groups of companies in 
different ways, the very hot third quarter of 
1928 was a potent cause in boosting the 
earnings of the soft drink manufacturers. 
One of the largest of these, a manufacturer of 
a nationally advertised ginger ale, showed 
earnings in the exceptionally hot weather of 
July and August of 1928, 83 per cent ahead 
of the corresponding period in 1927. This 
company ended the year with a gain of 
30 per cent in profits, primarily caused by 
exceptionally favorable weather conditions 
during two months of the year. Another 
great soft drink company, which had shown 
very slight gains during the first two cold 
quarters, jumped its earnings in the third 
quarter over 10 per cent compared with the 
previous year, and ended the year with 
profits 11 per cent above 1927. Stocks of both 
of these companies are listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange, and they reflected by 
substantial advances the very favorable 
earnings’ trend which developed in the third 
quarter of 1928. Certainly, investments in 
soft drink corporations are vitally affected 
by weather conditions. 


“Practically all business is directly or 
indirectly influenced by weather. Surely if 
you ask the manager of a department store 
he will tell you emphatically that weather is 
a crucial matter to his business. The stores 
suffered severely from the cold Spring of 
1928. This year, however, the month of

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March, in which spring sales begin. was 
exceptionally warm, and coming at « critical 
selling season, Offset the unfavorable condi- 
tions which have since prevailed during 
April. This is true except on the Pacific 
Coast and in some of the Gulf States. The 
rubber foot-wear companies selling in the 
Eastern area had their earnings seriously cut 
down this Winter, while those distributing 
in the Northwest experienced good business. 
If we have a hot Summer this year, the ice 
cream and dairy manufacturers will flourish; 
if it is unusually cold they will sutfer. Their 
securities will fluctuate accordingly. 


Hot Summer Predicted 


“Weather forecasting from three to six 
months ahead is still far from an exact 
science, but much progress has been made by 
certain scientists for certain sections of the 
country. Doubtless in time these studies will 
be extended to cover the entire country. 
Based upon the deductions of one of the 
foremost of these. scientists, the average 
temperature of May should be somewhat 
cooler than normal in the North Atlantic 
States and somewhat warmer than normal in 
the Lake States. June is likely to be cool, but 
July warmer than normal in both the North 
Atlantic States and Lake States. Rainfall in 
May and June will probably be above 
normal in the North Atlantic States. Indica- 
tions point to weather, as hot or hotter than, 
last Summer. 

“Of course, other specific conditions must 
be taken into account, but it looks as though 
this would be a good period for the soft drink 
companies, the sports goods manufacturers, 
the summer goods manufacturers, the 


ice 
cream and dairy companies, beach resorts, 
summer hotels, ice manufacturers, electric 


refrigerator and electric fan manufacturers, 
and other lines which benefit by hot weather, 
If this weather prediction comes true, 
securities of such companies will unques- 
tionably benefit. Business by the Babson- 
chart is now 6 per cent above normal com- 
pared with 3 per cent above a year ago.”
